o v erpo wered the guards abo ut 4 
o ’clo ck this mo rning and escaped, 
say s a Pittsburg, Pa., dispatch o f 
the 3 0 th. 
Bo th priso ners had been pro v id­ 
ed with saws, with which they cut 
the bars in their cells and were 
ready at any mo ment to make an 
o pening sufficiently large to pass 
thro ugh. 
The priso ners o ccupied 
adjo ining cells 
o n 
the 
seco nd 
range. 
They had ev idently been prepar­ 
ing fo r escape fo r so me time. Bo th 
were armed with rev o lv ers. Sho rt­ 
ly befo re 4 o ’clo ck o ne o f the Bid­ 
dles called to McGeary , who had 
charge o f the o utside gates, 
and 
9sked fo r so me pramp medicine in 
a hurry , say ing his bro ther was 
dangero usly sick. 
McGeary hastened to the cell 
with the medicine, 
when Jo hn 
Biddle sprang thro ugh the o pening 
o f the cell, and, seizing the guard 
aro und the waist, hurled him o v er 
the railing to the sto ne flo o r be 
neatb, a distance o f 1 6 feet. 
Ed­ 
ward Biddle jo ined his bro ther im­ 
mediately , and bo th, with drawn 
rev o lv ers, hurried to the first flo o r, 
where they met Guard Rey no lds 
and sho t him. 
There were but three men o n 
duty , and the third was o n o ne o f 
the upper ranges. 
He was o rdered 
do wn at the po int o f the rev o lv ers, 
and the three guards were put in 
the dungeo n. 
The 
key s 
were 
taken 
fro m 
Keeper McGeary , and the two 
^ desperate priso ners had a clear 
field. 
The o nly perso ns who wit­ 
nessed the escape were priso ners 
who co uld no t interfere o r giv e an 
alarm. 
The Biddles went to the 
wardro be, where the guards keep 
their clo thing, and each put o n a 
new suit, 
Tbey then unlo cked the 
o utside gates and passed o ut into 
Ro ss stieet. 
Upo n inv estigatio n 
it became ev ident that the des­ 
perado es were aided in their escape 
by Mrs. Peter K. So ffel, wife o f the 
warden. 
In her infatuatio n fo r the hand 


so me desperado , Edward Biddle, it 
is alleged that she has left her hus­ 
band and her fo ur children, and, 
it is suppo sed, is to meet the es­ 
caped co nv icts at a pkce agreed 
upo n. 
Mrs. So ffel was the o nly 
perso n admitted 10 the jail suice 
last Sunday . 
Yesterday afterno o n 
she v isited them during the war­ 
den’s absence. 
Last ev ening she 
retired at 9 o ’clo ck. 
She to ld her 
husband that she was go ing to v isit 
a sister at McDo nald, and that she 
wo uld retire early so that she co uld 
get an early start. 
Warden So ffel 
was abo ut the jail until abo ut 12 
o ’clo ck. 
He retired to his ro o m, 
which 
is 
sepa ate 
fro m 
Mrs. 
So ffeJ’s, sho rtly ^ befo re i o ’clo ck. 
When he awo ke this mo rning he 
asked fo r Mrs. So ffel, and was in 
o rmed that she was absent. 
La- 
er, when the details o f the escape 
became kno wn, he telepho ned to 
McDo n ild and was info rmed that 
VJrs.So ffel was no t there. 
Warden So ffel immediately made 
frank 
ex pressio n o f his sus- 
o icio DS. 
Warden So ffel, in discussing the 
escape o f the Biddles to day , in the 
o ffice o f the jail, said : 
‘ I bePev e my wife furnished the 
weapo ns to the Biddles and as 
sisted them to escape. 
This is an 
awful thing, but I am o nly telling 
he who le truth. 
My wife was no t 
in bed when I awakened this mo rn­ 
ing, and I hav e no t seen her since. 
She has go ne—Go d o nly kno ws 
where. 
I said I wo uld lay ev ery 
thing bare, and I am do ing it. 
This is the wo rst blo w o f all. 
did no t suspect her, and hence was 
o ff my guard. 
But she is go ne 
and the suspicio n o f assisting in 
the deliv ery by

weapo ns rests with her.” 
He bro ke do wn and wept when 
speaking o f his w ile’s actio ns.
